Berlin, February 2.—The Prussian minis- 
ter of finance, Dr. Miguel, issued a decirea 
yesterday which goes into effect immediate- 
ly, prohibiting the importation of every 
kind of American fresh fruit. The decree 
has been Sent to all the German ports and 
frontier stations, excepting Bavaria, Sax- 
ony and Wuritemburg. The United States 
embassy was not previously warned and the 
United States ambassador, Mr. Andrew D. 
White, sent a formal letter to the foreifn 
Office today inquiring upon what authority 
this inimical step was taken.

‘No Doubt It Is Retaliation.

The pest 
from which the American apples suffer are

The possibility of any harm 
from these pests in apples shipped abroad 


is, however, very remote. Especially is this | 


the case with Germany, because very few 
of our apples which have been shipped to 
Europe flor the past twenty-five years go 
to that country. Our fruit is not inspected 
before it is exported, though the natural 


assumption is that dealers pick out the | 
choicest and most select before sending it | 
away in order that the reputation may be | 
kept up. Apples are the only fresh fruits | 


which are shipped to Europe at this time 
of the year. Peaches and oranges have been 
Sent mostly as an experiment. and they go 
mainiy io England. The growth of the 
Shipment of apples abroad has been enor- 
mous in the last sixteen years. In 1880-81 
the shipments amounted to 1,328,806 barrels, 
while in 1896-S7 they aggregated 2,919,846 bar- 
reis, Of this aggregate 111,090 barrels val- 
ued at $213,482 were shipped to Hamburg, 
the remaining number with the exception 
OF approximately 100,000 barrels going to 
English ports. Of course it is likely some 
of the fruit which is sent to England 
reaches Germany indirectly, though there 
are no statistics on hand to tell the pre- 
cis€é amount. On the basis of the above in- 
dicated shipments to Hamburg it is evident 
that the loss to America by the prohibition 
of the importation, as Staied, would not be

Not the First Act of Hostility. 

Representative Walden Smith, of Michi- 
gan, member of the committee, said: 

‘The attempted exciusion of American 
fruit from the rman markets at Em- 
merich is not the first act of hostility dis- 
played by Germany. Under the Cleveland 
administration, when our markets were 
Open to German exports, they dealt very 
unfairly with this country, excluding our 
beef from the markets of Germany on the 
false pretext that it was unwholesome, 
when they knew our inspection laws were 
rigid and that Great Britain's laws were 
equally so, and yet we exported large quan- 
tities of beef to England without the slight- 
est objection upon the part of that govern- 
ment. Their present course is unfair and 
unjustifiable from any standpoint and 
should be rebuked.”’ 

Representative Bartow, who represents 
the sixth California district, in which is lo- 
cated the fertile San Joaquin valley, one 
of the great fruit districts of the state, 
favs that so far as California fruit is con- 
cerned, the German decree prohibiting the 
importation of American fruit is a: mere 
pretext. “California fruits,”’ he said, “‘are 
singularly free from vermin or disease of 
any kind. So zealous are our people in 
their desire to keep our fruits free from 
disease that the delegation from the state 
is now advocating the passage of a bill 
which was introduced in the house by Mr. 
Castle some time ago, providing for an in- 
spection of all fruits, plants, cuttings, 
shrubs, etc., imported into this country. IL 
look upon the ground given for Dr. Miguel's 
decree as a mere subterfuge. No doubt ix- 
ists in my mind that it is purely a retal- 
latory measure.’ 

‘The reason advanced by the German for- 
eign office,’’ said Representative Hilborn, 
of California, ‘“‘is the thinnest kind of 
pretext. Nowhere in the world is fruit so 
free from disease as in California and no- 


| where is there more cere taken to keep it 
, free 


from parasites and disease of all 
kind. We @o not even allow fruit to come 
into the state from other states without 


| inspection.’”’

tion expressed similar views. 
Dingley{Talks About the Matter 

Chairman Dingley looked over the Berlin 
cable and gsa’d: 

“This is evidently a device to prohibit 
the importation of American fruits on al- 
leged sanitary grounds, in line with the 
similar prohibition of American pork. The 
importation seems to be prohibited on sanl- 
tary grounds in order to avoid the pro- 
visions of our commercial treaties with 
Germany which give to ‘mports from the 
United States equal privileges with iin- 
ports from other countries. There is not 
the slightest ground for the allegation that 
Cal‘fornia fruits are affected as charged; 
indeed, the evidence is conelusive that they 
are especially free from parasites. The 
United States would have much more 
ground for prohibiting the importation of 
German wines on alleged sanitary grounds 
than Germany has to prohibit the importa- 
tion of American fruit or American pork on 
such grounds. We have no objection to 
Germany’s putting whatever duty it sees 
fit on fmports of any kind. That is her 
own business. But when that-government 
undertakes to prohibit the importation of 
American products on sanitary grounds 
Which do not exist !n fact, it violates the 
spirit of our commercial treaties with tha# 
country. The pres‘dent under the act of 
189% has author'ty to meet just such dis- 
crimination as this."’

London, February 2.—The afternoon 
newspapers today comment in 
severe terms upon the alleged withdrawal 
of Great Britain’s demand for the opening 
of the port of Ta-Lien-Wan.

Washington, February 2.—Decidedly the 
most interesting part of the senate execu- 
tive session today was when the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty was being discussed, and 
Senator Tillman took part in the debate. 

The South Cayolina serator referred to 
the recent Hawaiian revolution and to what 
he termed the effort of the republican 
party to establish a government in the 
interest of the white people in the islands 
when they*numbered only one out of thir- 
ty of the inhabitants, and itn this connection 
referred to the reorganization of party 
lines in the soifth after the war. “We 
were then” he said, “in South Carolina 
attempting to establish a white man’s gov- 
ernment. The republican party interfered 
with us then, or attempted to.do so, pro- 
cessing to kcld opinions about the sacred 
rights of the majority to rule. I shou'd 
like to know,” he continued, “whether the 
republican party has changed its opinion 
on this subject of the right of the white 
man to rule: for, if it hag and will exten 
it to the southern states, I will vote for 
the treaty.” 

“The Cistinguished scnator from South 
Carolina evidently knows all about the 
efforts tc re-establish the white man’s 
party in the south after the war and could 
doubtless give us much interesting infor- 
mation on that point,’’ said Senator Chand. 
ler. 

“I do know sometbing,”’ responded Mr. 
Tillman, “‘and I krow that there was some 
cheating and some use of the shoigun in 
those times, as there probably was in 
Hawaii.”’ 

“The serator from South Carolina would, 
I hardly think,’’ Interrupted Senator Hoar, 
“say in open session vhat he has here 
said.’’ 

“IT am willing to sav it anywhere,”’ said 
Mr. Tillman. “I want the same poilcy all 
along the line. Throw open the doors and 
I will say what I have said before the 
entire werld.’’ 

Senator White, of California, continued 
his speech in oppasition to the treaty. In

New York. February 2.—William J. Quin- 
lan. Jr.. cashier of the Chemical National 
bank, has resigned hig position. He ac- 
knowledged in a letter t® the directors that 
he had loaned $393,000 of the bank’s money 
without consulting the president and know- 
ing the directors would not approve of the 
action. He denies that jhe profited by the 
loan. 

Mr. Quinlan’s letter of resignation is as 
follows: 

“New York, January 21, 1898.—To the D*- 
rectors of the Chemical National Bank. 
Gentlemen: W thin the last few months I 
without consulting the 


president, to the amount of about $293,000 
on coliateral which IT knew that you would 


‘not approve and hence I have concealed 


these loans from you by methods which 


were not right. 
“I have not been interested personally in 


them and have not received a dollar of the 
proceeds of them. nor in but one instance 
received any benefit from them, and then 
but for a moderate amount: nor have I 
speculated to the extent of a single share in 
Wall street. My error has artsen from the 
over-confidence in the representations of 
those to whom these loans were made, and 
while I hepe eventually no loss will arise 
from them. I acknowledge the justice of 
the request for my resignation, which is 
hereby presented, both as a director and as 
cashter of the Chemical National bank.

The loans made by Mr. Quinlan were on 
western securities of various kinds and 
were negotiated by Francis Grable, a pro- 
moter of land, mining and irrigation 
echemes.

It ts conceded that Quinlan, as 
cashier. had the power to make the loan, 
but it ‘s belfeved that in a transaction in- 
volving so large an amount of money he 
should have consulted the pres‘dent. 

Statement of President Williams. 

Mr Willams, president of the bank, said 
today: 

“We think that absolutely the worst is 
known and we are strongly in the hopes 
that Mr. Quinlan’s expectations are true 
and that a large part of the money will be 
recovered. We would rather face the mat- 
ter and let the public know the whole 
truth.” 

Mr. Willams added: “We have charged 
off nearly the whole of the loans to our 
profit and loss account, although we are 
satisfied that we shall recover a large part 
of the money eventually.

Gloucester. Five more are in Lynn, | 
brought over from Little Nahant, where 
the schooner Charles H. Briggs was wreck- | 
ed.

They, too, must have manned some of the 
schooners which were lost in Gloucester 
harbor. That there are others in the 
waters of the bay seems almost certtin. 
Wreckage is strewn up and down the coast 
Cape Cod. Thirty 
bay. On !and the loss by the storm seems 

Twenty-four hours elapsed before direct 
telegraph communication was restored be- 
tween Boston and the rest of the world. 
The electric car service in this city was re- 
stored by noon, but in most of the smaller 
towns the trolley lines are stiil crippled. 

The cost of:the storm in this city is esti- 
mated at $1,500,000. 

With clearing weather the fleet of storm- 
bound vessels made preparations to leave 
port and several got under way today. 

Hudson River Frozen Over. 

New York, February 2.—This is the cold- 
est day of the season. The temperature, 
which was gradually falling yesterday 
afternoon and last night, registered 5 de- 
grees above zero at 8 a. m. today, a drop 
of 22 degrees since yesterday at 2 p. m. 
Since 1 a. m. it has risen 2 points. The 
thermometers in the streets show a con- 
siderably lower record, many of them 
registering 2 degrees above zero. The East 
and North rivers were full of ice and the | 
ferryboats were much delayed on this ac- 
count, The surface and cievated railroads 
ran behind time and local traffic was con- 
siderably congested.

I did not go to At- 
lanta under arrest, nor was I forced in any 
way, but went there of my own free will 
and for the purpose of meeting those who 
had been wronged by my actions and to 
make right as near as possible my wrong 
doing. 

“This is my first and will be my last of- 
fense, and 1 am now seeking a peacefulness 
of conscience which I have not had since 
the offense was committed. 

“As to my connection with the Alliance 
store in Winder, Ga., in 1889 and 1890, I 
will say that I regret mv connection with 
that concern for the simple reason of losses 
Sustained by myself and others, and not 
for any act of dishonesty on my part in 
managing the business. I am réady and 
can show at any time by the books of the 
concern to any man of fair mind that every 
dollar was legitimately expended.

Philadelphia, February 2.—The anti-Quay 
movement in the republican party received 
an impetus here today at a conference at 
which there were present about 400 repre- 
sentative business and party men from all 
sections of the state. The conference was 
held under the auspices of the Business 
Men's League..The conference was called 
to order by Elias Deemer, of Williamsport, 
who stated that the meeting had been called 
in behalf of republicans of the state who 
desired the election of a governor who will 
administer the affairs of the state without 
the dictation of any one man. Quite a num- 
ber of speeches were made denunciatory of 
the United States senators from Pennsyl- 
vania, and particularly censuring the po- 
litical methods of Senator Quay. The sen- 
timent of nearly all the speakers was in 
favor of the nomination of John Wana- 
maker, ex-postmaster general, as the can- 
didate for governor of the republican party 
at the coming fall election. e 

A committee was selected to notify Mr. 
Wanamaker of the action of the conference 
and ask him for permission to use his namo 
as a candidate for governor. 

The conference adopted a lengthy plat- 
form of principles in the form of an ad- 
dress to the republican voters of the state. 
It declares the cordition of politics in the 
state to be disgraceful and that this con- 
dition has been brought about by the ex- 
penditure of money to corrupt and debauch 
the voters.

ANOTHER WARSHIP TO CUBA. 


Cruiser Montgomery To Leave in a 


Few Days. 

New York, February 2.—The Washington 
correspondent of The Herald telegraphs 
that, encouraged by the excellent effect 
of the visit of the battleship Maine to Ha- 
vana, the administration has determined 
to send another man-of-war upon a friend- 
ly visit to the Cuban ports. The vessel se- 
lected igs the cruiser Montgomery, which 
ig now taking on board a supply of coal 
at Key West. 

In addition to this, the armored cruiser 
Brooklyn, now at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
will take leave in a few days for a cruise 
in the West Indies. She will not touch 
Cuba. Her itinerary requires for the vessel 
to visit St. Thomas, then go to Santa Cruz, 
Curacoa, La:Gauyra'‘and Aspinwall. Upon 
arrival at Aspinwal! she will probably be 
ordered to return to the United Sttes. 

Ports in Cuba w.ll form only a feature 
in the itinerary of the Montgomery, as it 
ig proposed to have her call at several other 
points in the West Indies. The Montgom- 
ery’s mission, like that of the Maine to 
Havana, is purely friendly in character. 

Commander G. A. Converse, commanding 
the Montgomery, has instructions direct- 
ing him to call on the port authorities and 
the American consuls, and to confer with 
the latter in regard to any matters they 
may care to discuss. The Montgomery’s 
sailors will not be given liberty during 
the stay of thefr vessel in Cuban waters. 

In view of the peaceful aspect of the 
Situation, as reported by General Lee and 
Captain Sigsbee. administration officials 
Say that this is the best time for a 
United States warship to visit the smaller 
Cuban ports. The authorities believe that 
the beneficial results of the Maine’s visit 
will be increased if a cruiser should dis- 
play the American flag at other points of 
the island. 

Santiago de Cuba is the only point defi- 
nitely selected for the Montgomery to 
touch. The United States is represented 
there by Consul Pulaski F. Hyatt. Santia- 
go de Cuba is on the southern coast of the 
island. Before procecding to that port it 
is expected that the department will di- 
rect Commander Converse to touch at 
Cardenas, Matanzas and Banacoa. The 
other port of the south coast of Cuba 
which the Montgomery may touch is Ci- 
enfuegos. Upon her return trip to the 
United States it is possible that she may 
visit Bahia Honda. As the Montgomery 
draws only fourteen feet seven inches of 
water, it will be possible for her to enter 
the harbors at these cit'es, 

No significance is to be attached to the 
cruise of the Brooklyn. In explanation of 
her cruige it is stated that it is the desire 
of the authorities to display the Amer’can 
flag in Venezuela and Colombian waters, 
hence the Brooklyn's orders. The only other 
vessel which this government now has in 
waters of the West Indies is the gunboat 
Wilmington, at St. Vincent. 

There is considerable work yet to be 
dene on the Brooklyn, and it is not ex- 
pected that she will get away under two 
or three days. The running of the gun- 
shop at the Washington navy yard night 
and day last week was due only to the 
desire af Secretary Long to complete the 
fixings for the guns of the Brooklyn. The 
work was completed on Saturday night 
last, and there has been no further extra 
work done. 

In its determination to have American 
men-of-war visit Cuban ports, the adminis- 
trat‘on is simply putting into force the 
policy pursued during the administrations 
of President Grant.

SEVERAL SEIRMISHES REPORTED 


Towns Attacked and Pillaged by the : 


Cubans—Train Dynamited and 
Cars Thrown Off. 


Havana, via Key West, February 2— 
Spanish military operations continue al- 
most. paralyzed, the season most favora- 
ble for movements against the insurgents 
thus being lost. 

On Friday night the insurgents entered 
the town of Artemisa, province of Pinar 
del Rio, and plundered several stores. The 
governor of Pinar del Rio sent Jose Menen- 
sez as an emissary to the insurgent leader, 
Perico Diaz, with proposals or peace and 
surrender. The insurgents hanged him near 
a railway opening, with the governor's 
letter on his body. Monday night they re- 
mnewed the attack on Artemisa, were re- 
Pelled, leaving two killed. 

After attacking the Contancia planta- 
tion in Santa Clara province, as already 
cabled, the insurgents burned immense 
cane fields. 

In the fight at Vega Alta. in which the 
guerillas were involved, the insurgents ma- 
cheted’ several guerillas and wounded a 
captain, a Heutenant and five pr-vates se 
Triously. 

In an engagement the Spanish loss was a 
Heutenant, a sergeant and five privates 
killed and thirteen priyates wounded. 

On Monday night the insurgents attack- 
ed Caya Jabos, in the province of Pinar 
del Rio, but were repelled. At Holguin, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, General 
Luque is making urgent requests for pro- 
visions, as his soldiere are without rations. 
Private advices from Gibara confirm the 
report that General Luque’s losses at Me- 
jia were more ser‘ous than was Officially 
given out. He lost not twenty, but 124 
killed and wounded. 

The insurgents, under Leader Jose Mi- 
guel Gumez, surprised two squadrons of 
cavalry on the military trocha near Ciego 
de Avila and infiicted cons derable loss, 
including a Spanish captain. The remain- 
der of the Spanish force made a disorder- 
ly retreat. 


DYNAMITED PASSENGER TRAIN. 


Insurgents Use the Explosive in the 
Havana District. 

Havana, February 2.—The 
have dynamited a passenger 
Guarara, Havana, partly destroying 
eng ne and derailing the cars.

THEY FORGED CHAIN OF TITLES. 


The Lawyer Ought To Have Known 
Better if the Carpenter Didn’t. 
Dublin, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)—J. L. 
Battle, an attorney, and Elisha Evans, a 
carpenter, both of Dexter, in this coun- 
ty, were convicted of forgery tn the su- 
perior court here today, with a recom- 
mendation by the jury that they be pun- 

ished as a misdemeanor.

The body was tzken ta the res- 
idence of his moth r-in-law, Mrs. Harris,

Tne venerable judge was accompanted 
to the altar by his wife and the scene 
was, indeed, impressive when this learned 
and scholarly man, a leader of his fellow 
men, solemnly took the vows of the church 
at the age of eighty years, with his hair 
as white as the driven snow. 

Georgia has no more interesting son 
than Judge William M. Reese. His repu- 
tation as w lawyer is known far and wide. 
He has always been a great student and 
a profound thinker. He has written a 
valuable treatise on the law of ‘“‘Executors, 
Administrators and Guardians,” which is 
in every law office in Georgia and is high- 
ly valued by the whole legal profession. 

He served as judge of the Northern cir- 
cuit for one term and made an enviable 
reputation as a just, wise and impartial 
He has the distinction of having 
fewer of his decisions reversed than any 
judge in Georgia. General C. 8. DuBose, 
in speaking of him while on the bench, said: 
“While serving as superior court judge 
he brightened the whiteness of the ermine 
by his judicial frankness and _ tranquil 
fairness.”’ 

He served two terms in the state senate 
and made a record which stands unspotted. 
General C. 8S. DuBose, when speaking 
of his service in the senate, said: “It is 
doubtful is a more powerful man ever 
served in the Georgia senate; one who, 
without being no'sy or demonstrative, suc- 
ceeded in putting his impress so deeply 
and beneficently on everything that was 
done by the body of which he was a mem- 
ber. His watchfulness in even the small- 
est matters that went before the senate 
is a marvel, and, combined with h’'‘s ripe 
experience, his unimpeachable integrtty 
and his sterling ability, make him a model 
senator. There has been no day of the 
commonwealth so palmy, or so full of great 
men that he would not have easily stood 
in the front ranks.” 

He has been a director of the Georgia 
Railroad and Bankine Company for a num- 
ber of years and still holds that respons!- 
ble position in addition to being one of 
its counsel. 

He has always made it a rule to take 
a long walk each day and robust constitu- 
tion has been the result. Until last year 
he went to his office each day and did 
office work. He is one of the ablest law- 
yers Georgia has ever produced.

Mr. Whitfield commenced to fai] in health 
several years ago, from consumption, and 
gradually grew worse until lately he went 
to Magnolia Springs, Fla., as a last re- 
sort for his improvement. The news of 
his death will be heard with deep regret 
by thousands of Georgians who were the 
friends and admirers of the deceased. 

Mr. Whitfield was an able and success- 
ful attorney and a brilliamt orator. His 
personal Manners were engaging and pop- 
ular. He represented his district in the 
State senate and frequently represented 
Baldwin county in the house. He was 
also solicitor general of his circuit. 

His name has been prominently and fa- 
vorably mentioned for comgress. In 1892 
he ran for congress in the memorabie cam- 
paign in which Hon. C. L. Bartlett, of 
Bibb; Hon. R. L. Berner and Hon. T..B. 
Cabaniss, of Monroe, engaged and which 
resulted in the nomination of Mr. Caba- 
niss. Mr. Whitfield was a dashing and 
fearless campaigner. 

In 1896 Mr. Whitfield was selected as the 
democratic standard-bearer for the legisla- 
ture from Baldwin, it being believed that 
if any one in the county could defeat Hon. 
E. N. Ennis, the populist candidate, Mr. 
Whitfield was the man. In the previous 
election Mr. Ennis had defeated a promi- 
nent candidate, and Mr. Whitfield was se- 
lected to make the fight in 18%. The popu- 
list candidate won and Mr. Whitfield con- 
tested the election, which was decided at 
the recent session of the legislature in 
Mr. Ennis’s favor. Mr. ‘Whitfield, in a 
sense of party loyalty and democratic 
fealty, went to Atlanta during the hearing 
of the contest, when really his physical 
condition was so serous that he should 
have remained at home. This was Mr. 
Whitfield’s last appearance in Atlanta. 
Mr. Whitfield has often been on the stump 
in Georgia in behalf of the democratic 
state ticket. His work in the campaigns 
of 1892 and 1894 was very effective. 

The deceased was forty-five years old. 
He was born in Baldwin county in 1852. His 
boyhood was spent cn tne family plantation 
in Jasper county. In 1867 he entered Mercer 
university, then located at Penfield, where 
he remained two years. 

He next entered the University of Geuor- 
gia ot Athens, from which he graduated in 
1870 with degree of bachelor of philosophy.

Now that the 
democrats have returned to their orig- 
inal and fundamental doctrines, and 
have pledged themselves anew to de- 
fend the rights and interests of the 
people, they are denounced as the revo- 
lutionary patriots were, as the follow- 
ers of Jefferson were, as the democrats 
led by Jackson were.

A Proposed Amendment. 

A proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States recently 
offered by Senator William P. Frye, of 
Maine, calls attention to a glaring defect 
which has lomg existed in that instru- 
ment. 

This defect is one of omission. As the 
constitution now reads there is no pro- 
vision made for the selection of a chief 
magistrate in the event the president- 
elect should die or become disabled at 
any time prior to the date fixed for his 
inauguration as president. Of course the 
spirit of the constitution unmistakably 
implies that the vice president-elect in 
such a case is the man to step into the 
president-elect’s shoes. This is evident 
not only from the fact that the vice 
president-elect is the choice of the peo- 
ple for the office next in dignity to that 
of president, but also from the fact that 
if the.president should die after his 
inauguration the vice pre#ident would 
immediately succeed to the position thus 
made vacant, but while it is clearly the 
intent of the constitution that the vice 
president-elect should step into the pres- 
ident-elect’s place in the event of the 
latter’s death or disability, there is no 
provision to this effect made in that in- 
strument. Up to the present time the 
oceasion for substituting some one else 
in place of the president-elect has never 
presented itself; although several pres- 
idents have died shortly after their for- 
mal induction into office. 

The object of Senator Frye’s proposed 
amendment is to cover the defect in 
the constitution above pointed out and 
to provide for the inauguration of the 
vice president-elect as chief magistrate 
in the event of the _ president-elect’s 
death or disability. As the proposed 
amendment is legal rather than political 
in character, it is not likely that any se- 
rious opposition thereto will be devel- 
oped. 
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Our Foreign Trade Relations. 

While our trade relations with for- 
eign countries are not by any means 
whiat they should be, there is, never- 
theless, some cause for congratulation 
in the progress which we have made 
during the past few years. At the recent 
banquet of the National Manufacturers’ 
Association in Philadelphia President 
Theodore C. Search, of that body, 
made some interesting remarks upon 
the subject of our foreign trade from 
which the following extracts are takcu. 
Said President Search: 

We look with envy upon Great Britain's 
exports of $330,000,000 worth of cotton goods 
per annum, beside which our foreign busi- 
ness of less than $20,000,000 seems to sink 
into insignificance. We note that Great 
3ritain has 45,000,000 cotton spindles, while 
ours number only 17,000,000, and we feel 
that we are still far behind our greatest 
rival. 

It does not always occur to us, how- 
ever, that while Great Britain’s cotton mill 
equipment is about two and two-th rds 
times as great as ours, the product of our 
cotton mills is more than three-fourths 
as large as the total output of the british 
mills. 

The growth of the woolen industry has 
been even more remarkable, in spite of 
obstructing influences which hardly any 
other industry has Leen called upon to 
meet. Fifty years ago our product of $50,- 
000,000 worth of woolen goods represeuted 
about four-fifths of our consumption: but 
today, with close upon  $400,000,00 worth 
of domestic manufactures of wool, we 
have control of more than nine-tenths of 
our market. 

Fifty years ago the manufacture of fab- 
rics of silk in the United States was an 
insignificant industry. We now have a 
magn ficeut industry, which yields an an- 
nual product that has passed far beyond 
the hundred million mark and which repre- 
sents more than three-fourths of our en- 
tire consumption. 

Great Britain’s supremacy in the manu- 
facture of iron and steel was long thought 
to be secure for all time, but with'n the 
last five years we have not only come up 
alongs'de of Great Britain, but have pass- 
= rare and now lead the world in the 
production of iron and steel in Nearly ev- 
ery form. 

Under more Stimulating conditions 
at home our foreign trade would be 
much more extensive than it is at pres- 
ent, but in view of the hard times which 
have held our industrial aad commercial 
entenprise in check for several] yeers 
past, the review of thg situation which 
President Search makes is not without 
some degree of encouragment,

Governor Atkingon did not say so him- 
self, but through the instrumentality of 
some other gentleman, the information was 
yesterday vouchsafed the public that the 
governor Was not present at what was re- 
ferred to as “the alleged conference” at 
the Kimball house on Tuesday afternoon, 
which had for its object the consideration 
of Judge Spencer R. Atkinson’s candidacy 
for governor. An effort was made in a 
published statement to show that The 
Censtitution had deliberately misrepre- 
sented the character of the meeting and it 
was declared in formidable adlines that 
neither Governor Atkinson, Congressman 
Brantley, Attorney General Terrell nor 
Judge Thomas Atkinson was _ present 
Those who read The Constitution yester- 
day morning were advised in advance of 
the fact that Congressman Brantley had 
béen detained in Washington; that Judge 
Thomas Atkinson had not been seen at 
the conference, and that Attorney General 
Terrell was conspicuous by his absence. 
The statement that Governor Atkinson 
called at Mr. McDonald's room during the 
afternoon was based on the fact that the 
goveknor came to the Kimball house with 
others who did attend the eonference at a 
few minutes before the conference began. 
It was not the privilege of The Constitu- 
tion’s representative to be-present during 
the deliberations in room 206, and it is: not 
now possible for him to say that the gover~ 
nor was there. But it is possible for him 
to say that the governor was in the Kim- 
ball house at that hour, and it is also pos- 
sible for him to say that the governor dic- 
tated no part of the published denial yes- 
terday afternoon. To The Constitution 
representative who saw him last night he 
said that he had only paid a social call 
at the Kimball, and that a grave injustice 
had ‘been done him in the insinuation that 
he had attended a political conference. 


The same published statement went on to 
say that Judge Spencer Atkinson ‘‘was dis- 
posed to look at the matter humorously ” 
This may have been the judge’s disposition 
early in the day, but late in the afternoon, 
when The Constitution representative 
called upon him at his office in the Equit- 
able building, he was still in the same 
Serious frame of mind that led him to 
give out the statement printed in this 
newspaper yesterday morning. In reply to 
& number of question& he said: 


“You newspaper mé@A have taken an en- 
tirely wrong view of my possible candidacy 
for governor. It looks as though g few of 
& man’s personal friends could not get to- 
gether without that fact being heralded as 
& political conference. The Constitution 
yesterday morning published the only 
Statement that I care to make. I said 
then that 1 was not a candidate for gov- 
ernor, and you quoted me correctly as to 
what views I had as to the future. The 
whole matter has been misrepresented in 
the press, and I do not know how so much 
nonsense ever got out in reference to mé. 
Under the circumstances I am going to do 
no talking to newspaper men hereafter 
about anything and I am going to advise 
my friends to do the same.” 


Judge Atkinson spoke with much good 
nature, but he manifestly did not “look at 
the matter humorously.” On the contrary 
he gave the impression of one who was 
most seriously considering the.really ser!- 
ous problem which confronts him, and his 
intimate friends do not yet know what his 
decision will be. It may: be a week or 
more before he knows himself. 


The charge that the meeting of the 
judge’s friends at the Kimball was “mis- 
represented’’ when it was referred to as a 
conference awake smiles on the faces of 
all the state politicians who heard it yes- 
terday. The Constitution simply told who 
Were there and what they had to say 
afterwards. No effort was made to 
report the sayings and doings on 
the inside of the room. The pub- 
lication yesterday afternoon, however. 
quotes Judge A'kirseon as “laughing hear- 
tily’’ as he speke of an unnamed and un- 
ireginable ‘trifling misrepresentation of 
myself and my friends.’’ What this mis- 
representation was is almost as wunac- 
countable as the judge’s alleged hilarity— 
and the mention of both probably comes 
from the same scurce. Spencer Atkinson 
is not the sort of man who laughs when 
either himself or his friends have been 
misrepresented. 

The description of the meeting, as pub- 
lished in The Constitution, was duplicated 
in the cciumns of every newspaper jn the 
state which has a live man watching po- 
litical affairs in this city. Tne Macon Tel- 
egraph yesterday morning corroborated The 
Constitution’s report of the occurrence, 
and, as The Telegraph has been more ac- 
tive than any other daily paper in the 
state in agitating for opposition to Colo- 
nel Candler, it can be taken for granted 
that its report was not intended to “mis- 
represent’’ the Kimball house gathering. 
The Telegraph says,. in the course of a 
lengthy report, that “this meeting would 
have been held before but for the ab- 
sence from the state of Governor Atkinson, 
whose views the gentlemen interested de- 
sired to avail themselves of before acting in 
a matter of such general importance in 
this state.”’ 

In locating the meeting, The Telegraph

Careful 
writers use angry instead, hence, properiy 
speaking, one is angry with a person, angry 
at his conduct. Mad is applied to the low- 
er animals in the sense of rabid or infu- 
riated; as, a mad dog, a mad bull. Used 
in connection with the last named animal, 
it is a bully expression. Someiimes, when 
a man is very angry, he becomes mixed 
in the use of mad, the letters are trans- 
posed and the pronoun it is substituted for 
the preposition at. This reverse and per- 
verse use of mad is very ‘“‘ungood,”’ since 
it ind.cates poor orthography and worse 
morality.

Tax Committes Unanimensly Decides 
Agalust the Scheme. 


WARM MEETING IN CITY HALL 


Over a Hundred Prominent Merchants 
1 Were Represented. 


CONCERN 1S STRUCK SOME HARD BLOWS 


The City Attorney Will Prepare an Or- 
dinance That Will Compel Com- 
pany To Quit Business. 
| struck the International Trading 
Stamp folks a severe blow yesterday 


afternoon. 

It was unanimously decided to introduce 
at the next session of the council, Monday 
afternoon, an ordinance that will prevent 
the cperation of such concerns in the city. 
Judge Anderson, city attorney, was in- 
structed to draw up this ordinance, and he 
will do so at once. The committee will at- 
tempt to have the measure passed Monday, 
end if they succeed, the stamp people 
will have to seek other quarters unless 
they carry the fight to the courts, which 
in all probability they will do. 

The stamp concern lost, however, after a 
hard fight. The meeting in the city hall 
yesterday afternoon was exceedingly live- 
ly. Nearly a hundred merchants, most 
of whom had signed the petition to do 
away with the stamp business, were pres- 
ent. The other side appeared to be in the 
minority. Mr. Harry Ethridge represented 
the opposition and Colonel L. Z. Rosser 
represented the concern. A good deal of 
feeling was exhibited by both sides, and 
the contest was fought hard from start to 
jinish. 

The opposition claim the stamp concern 
is a lottery in the eyes of the law and 
therefore clearly illegal; that it is injuring 
retail interests in Atlanta. The other side 
denies these allegations, and say the op- 
position is only aroused because it realizes 
the merchants inside the agreement are 
making money while the outsiders cannot 
get in. 

Charges and counter charges were made, 
and the stamp company was roasted un- 
mercifully by the opposition. The con- 
cern was denounced as a gambling scheme, 
as a plan merely to entrap. innocent pur- 
chasers and merchants, and as a genera} 
demoralizer of trade, running cash business 
into one channel and credit business into 
ancither. It was stated that those dealers 
using stamps charge higher prices than 
other dealers, thereby forcing the purchas- 
er to pay the extra 5 per cent tax after 
all. 

The committee, in secret session, decided 
the stamp business was a nuisance’ and 
that it should be killed outright. Judge 
Anderson, city attorney, expressed the 
opinion the city had the right to regulate 
the business. Mayor Collier says stop it. 
Alderman Woodward is loud in his protes- 
tations against the operations of the con- 
cern. Councilmen Peters, Adair and A)- 
derman Dimmock are of the same opinion. 

Dr. Joe Jacobs Reads a Paper. 

The excitement began when Dr. Joe Ja- 
cobs, one of the leaders of the opposition, 
read an exhaustive dissertation on the 
philosophy of stamps, setting forth that 
the scheme was merely a lottery, that it 
was opposed to honest business principles 
and should be suppressed. He also pre- 
sented a petition, which he said was sign- 
ed by 20 merchants, and over one-half 
of the capital similarly invested in the 
whole city.

TO MAKE A LIST CF TAXPAYERS 


Commissioners Held a Busy Session 
Yesterday Morning. 


IN FUTURE BOARD MEETS IN AFTERNOON 


By Resolution the Board Decided To 
Change the Hour of Meeting 
from 10 a. m. to 3 p. m.

TAX inspector will in the future guard 
the interests of Fulton county and 


A compel every taxpayer to return and 
pay taxes on his property to its fu.l tax 


able value. 
At the meeting of the county commis 


sioners yesterday # resolution was adopted 
providing for a tax inspector to prepare 
a list of all taxpayers who fall to give in 
their property at its true value. The com- 
missioners say that the imspector’s work 
wil? add millions to the taxable property 


valuation of the county. 

The commissioners decided that an officer 
whose duty it will be to see that the tax- 
payers give in their property at its right 
value is an absolute necessity. They gave 
instances to prove that the property owners 
were giving in their,property tu the county 
tax receiver at about one-tenth its real 
value, and Chairman Walter Brown called 
attention to one large property owner who 
he said was paying no tax at all except to 
the city. 

The object of the new officer is to have 
the county’ taxes on an equitable basis with 
the city taxes. Property owners who give 
in city taxes on property valued at $0,000 
give in the same property to the county at 
a value of $5,000. | 

Mr. Forrest Adair asserted that at pres- 
ent the city tax digest alone showed the 
value of the city property to be $3,000,(00 
more than the county and city property 
combined as shown by the county tax di- 
gest. He thought it a very peculiar rule 
of arithmetic which allowed the city Ao be 
worth more than the city and county put 
together. Mr. Adair said: 

“It is time to call a halt when persons 
giving in their property to the county for 
state and county taxes give it in at one- 
half or one-third the valuation they made 
when giving in the same property for city 
taxes. This $8,000,000 difference doesn’t 
smell good and we must do something.”’ 

Mr. Spalding called attention to the fact 
that the county had saved a large sum of 
money by employing Mr. Malone to prepare 
a defaulter’s list. The report of money 
saved to the county by this list showed 
that $1,219,437 in real and personal property 
was found by Mr. Malone which had not 
been placed on the tax digest. Clerk Kontz 
reported that Mr. Malone in addition to 
this had reported more than $5,000,000 worth 
of property for which no tax was paid to 
the county. Mr. Adair said: 

‘The way to reduce the tax rate is to 
make the property owners alt give in their 
property at its value so that the burden 
will not fall on the honest taxpayers. We 
can reduce the tax rate 30 cents this year 
if we will appoint this inspector.” 

Judge Rosser opposed the creation of a 
new office. He wanted to place the duty of 
tax inspection upon Captain Berner, the 
almshouse inspector, He substituted the 
motion of Mr. Spalding that an inspector be 
appointed at $75 per month by moving to 
order the almshouse inspector to do the 
tax inspecting or discharge him. The mo- 
tion of Judge Rosser was put and jost. Mr 
Spalding’s motion to appoint an inspector 
was then adopted. 

During the discussion of the tax question 
Mr. Adair said that he had noticed in last 
Sunday’s Constitution a sworn statement 
of a corporation doing business in Atlanta 
which advertised over the oath of its secre- 
tary and treasurer that the corporation 
had assets in Atlanta to the value of $200,- 
000. He said he investigated and found 
that these $200,000 of assets were given in 
for taxes at only $9,000. This, he said, was 
an instance of the manner in which the 
county loses taxes. 

Chairman Waiter Brown will appoint the 
tax inspector at once. The inspector will 
check up the returns of taxes on the city 
digest every day and see that when the 
property holders give in their property to 
the county they give it in at the same value 
as given in to the city.

Boilers for the new jail caused quite a 

lively fight in the commissioners’ meeting. 


The committee of the board whitch had the 


under consideration reported 
that Mr. Grant Wilkins, superinien- 
dent of construction, had recom- 
mended that the bid of Babcock, Wilcox & 
Co. be accepted. This company offered to 
put in the two boilers at cozt of $4,400. 
While this was not the lowest bid, it was 
the lowest which accorded with the specili- 
catians in the advertisement for bids. 

Mr. Benjamin, of the Atlanta machine 
works, was before the board to fight the 
recommendation of Mr. Wilkins. He said 
that his company had made a bid to do 
the work for $0 less than the Babcock, 
Wilcox & Co. people. 

Mr. Wilkins said tat the boiler of the 
Atlanta Machine Company was too large 
to go into the boiler room of the new jail. 
There was considerable argument over this 
}wint. 

The board finally decided to adopt 
recommendation of Mr. Wilkins, as 
plan of work submitted by the Atlanta 
Machine Company showed that the col- 
umns, or supports, in the basement of the 
jail would be inclosed in the masonry 
around the boilers, which would be unsafe.

Judge Severens Decides Against the Rail- 
roads in Chattanooga Case, 


THEY WILL TAKE IT UP HIGHER 


Carriers Have Been Charging More for 
Zeng Haul Than Short One.

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Severnes has decided the 
Chattanooga case against the railroads and 
has ordered them to stop charging a high- 
er rate on freight from the east to Chatta- 
nooga than they charge on freight from the 
east passing through Chattanooga for 
Nashville 

The railroads will appeal the case to the 
circult court of appeals and carry it on up 
to the supreme court of the United States, 
if necessary. 


The complaint in this case was filed in 
the interest of Chattanooga, merchants 
thera declaring that they were discriminaf- 
ed against in favor of Nashville. When the 
complaint was heard by the interstate 
commerce commission, that body decided 
that the railroads from the east were vio- 
lating the long and short haul clause of the 
interstate commerce act in that they 
charged less for the long haul than for the 
short haul, the latter being included in the 
former and both in the same direction. The 
commission also decided that the condi- 
tions were not dissimilar and did not justi- 
fy the roads in being exempted from the 
provisions of the fourth sectidbn of the in- 
terstate commerce act. 

The railroads were represented in 
whole litigation by Colonel Ed Baxter, of 
Nashville, and the interstate commerce 
commission and the city of Chattalvoga 
were represented by Mr. A. H. Shaver. 
Colore! Paxter contended that the condi- 
tions and circumstances at Nushville Were 
eo differcnt from the conditions at Chatta- 
moeoga that the carriers were justified in 
charging more for the short haul than for 
the long haul from the east. 

He set out this condition of affairs: The 
rates from the east to Nashville are mado 
by the trunk lines to Cincinnati and the 
Louisvilie and Nashville from Cincinnati 
to Nashville. The trunk.line rate from 
New Yo:k to Cincinnati is 65 cents and the 
rate from there to Nashville 26 cents 
per 160 pounds on first class freight, making 
@ total of $1 cents per 100 pounds by Cin- 
cinnati. The all-rail carriers by Cincinnati! 
fix the rate to Nashville from the east. 
Now there are various lines from the east 
to Nashville through Chattenooga. There 
are water lines to Norfolk, Charleston, Sa- 
vannah and Brunswick, which with rail 
connections, make popular routes from the 
east to Nashville through Chattanooga. As 
® matter of fact about 40 per cent of the 
through freight from the east for Nash- 
vile is carried. by the -routes through 
Chattanooga. 

As stated, the rate on first-class: freight 
from New York to Nashville is $1 cents by 
way of Cincinnati. Of course, the routes 
through Chattanooga have to meet that 
rate or they could not do any Nashville 
business from the cast and they would have 
to give up ™ per cent of: the traffic between 
the east and Nashville. 

The rate on first-class business from the 
east to Chattanooga is $1.14 per 100 pounds, 
the same rate which Atlanta has. A car- 
load of dry goods from New York for At- 
lanta or Chattanooga would pay $1.14 per 
100 pounds, but if it were to go on through 
to Nashville, it would pay but 91 cents per 
100 pounds. The:railroads said that they 
could not afford to reduce the rates from 
the east to Atlanta, Chattanooga, Rome, 
Dalton, Columbus, Americus, Athens. Fort 
Games, Griffin, in Georgia, and Hunts- 
yille, Decatur, Sheffield, Tuscumbia. Flor- 
ence, Gadsden, Oxford, Talladega. Anniston, 
Birmingham, Opelika, Montgomery, Selma 
and Eufaula, in Alabama. and Enterprise 
and Meridian in Mississippi. If they were 
to cut their first-class rates from the east 
to all this territory to % cents per 100 
pounds, or Iess, they would lose so much 
revenue ihat they would be bankrupted. 

There was no other course for them to 
pursue, uniess they could persuade the al} 
rail lines by Cincinnati to advance their 
rates. This was found to be impossible, 
€éven if the interstate commerce commis- 
Son would acquiesce. 

If they were to raise their rates from the 
east to Nashville to $1.14 per 109 pounds 
they simply would get none of the freight 
and that would cause them a coisiderable 
loss in revenue. They could not get the 
trunk lines to raise their rates, even if 
the commission would acquiesce, 

Colonel Baxter showed that if the c4ir- 
riers through Chattanooga advanced their 
rates to Nashville it would not benefit 
Chattanooga any, because Nashville would 
still have the 91 cent rate by way of Cin- 
cinnati. Nor would it harm Nashville as a 
competitc? of Chattanooga at intermediate 
points for the same reason. The only los- 
ers by the commission's order would be the 
carriers of castern business by way of 
Chattanooga.

Express Companies Make Good Losses 
of. Money at Once. 

From The New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

Not long ago the National Bank of the 
Repubiic, of Chicago, shipped a package by 
registered mail containing $14,000. The 
package disappeared from the registered 
} Mae, Which fact led sir. William T. Fen- 
ton, the cashier of the bank, to read a 
paper before the recent meeting of the 
Indiana Bankers’ Association, entitied 
“Currency Shipments by Registered Mail.” 
He illustrated his powi uy ue Lvi-uwiid 
parallel case: 

BY REGISTERED MAIL 

‘As far as our bank is concerned, I would 
say that on September 23tn we had a tele- 
grapn order trom our correspondent at 
ute, Mont., to send $15,000 by registered 
mail. On October ist or 2d we received a 
message from him saying that the packase 
had not been received. We reported it im- 
mediately to tne postoffice department, 
and they undertook to trace it. We notitied 
the insurance company at once. Tnrovgh 
the postoffice department we found it had 
disappeared at Wmaha. The package Was 
lost and has.not turned up. We insisted 
that the insurance company should make 


two weeks we sent for the agent to come 


in, and he stated that as svon as they 
were certain that the package Was lost 
that they would pay i:. After three weeks 
had e.apsed we sent for him to come Ul 
again and he then prepared proofs of loss. 

"We find that there is a govud deal of me- 
chinery, very naturally so, because we have 
to have first the affidavit of the man who 
put up the package, with the full descrip- 
tion of it: the attidavit of the messenger 
who took it to the postoffice department, 
the affidavit of the assignee at Butte, 
Mont.. and this will take sometimes prob- 
ably a week or ten days before they can 
get these affidavits In shape; and then, I 
presume, the proof of loss would have to 
be submitted to the company. So that, as 
far as [ am personally concerned, I do not 
look upon the shipment of currency by 
registered mail with‘ favor. 

BY EXPRESS. 

“We have had some experience with the 
express companies. { rememoer that we 
shipped a package of money to a_ point in 
Wisconsin on an afternoon about 5 o'clock, 
and the next day about 2 o’c.ock the agent 
of the express company called at our bank 
with a certified check for the money, and 
said the package had been shipped 
yesterday and had gotten to a town in 
Wisconsin, and was iost and had been re- 
ported not delivered. Before we knew that 
the package was lost the express company 
had paid. Our correspondent in Wisconsin 
had not notified us of its non-arrival. I be- 
lieve it is the history of the shipments by 
the express companies that where there is 
a ioss they are prompt in settling. I pre- 
sume come of you gentlemen have had the 


same experience. 

“When aman orders $5,000 to $10,000 or 
$15,006 he orders it because he wants the 
money; and if he is going to be kept out 
of it for two or three weeks, or thirty or 
sixty days, it has been a pretty expensive 
shipment for him. I[ cannot say that I re- 
gard the shipment of money by registered 
mail with favor. [n the first place, it is 4 
good deal more work for the bankers. In 
a large city we put up a package and send 
it to the express oftice;: it is a very small 
matter. When we have to have two or 
three men to see that the package is put 
up and described, and two or three men to 
take it to the postoffice, and a!l that sort 
of thing, it would be very much more con- 
venient for:us to send it by express.”

A drink of carbolic acid, given by mis- 
take for a dose of castor oll, caused a 
little five-year-old negro child to die in 
horrible agony Tuesday afternoon at the 
corner of Fort and State streets. 

Caroline Hendricks, an aged negro wo- 
man, and the grandmother of the child, 

 -gdministered the poison. The child had 

Been sick and the oid woman undertook 
to give it a dose of castor oil. Among a 
lot of botties on a shelf she sought the 
medicine. Hep eyes, dimmed by age, could 
not see clearly in the half-darkened room. 
She picked up a vial the size and shape of 
the bottle which contained the ofl. 

Into a tablespeon she poured out what 
she believed to be a dose of the oil and 
made the child swaliow it. immediately 
the little girl began to scream and her 
cries became frantic and agonizing. The 
old woman hobbled out and called a neigh- 
por. It was not long before the child was 
ynconscious and suffering greatly. 

The Grady hospital ambulance was sent 
for, but it arrived when the patient was 
dying and the physician saw that it would 
be useless to move her to the hospital. 

In forty minutes after the carbolic acid 
had been given the child was dead. 

The old grandmother moanea and rock- 
ed herself in a cha‘tr as she told about 
the accident. The little girl was the only 
object in life for which she appeared to 
care, and it was pitiful to hear her wail 
and sway backward and forward.

The little girl was _ buried 
morning. 

It was stated yesterday that the carbolic 
acid was given the child to prevent it 
from having smallpox, but this story was 
not true.

COUNCILMEN TALK ON SUBJECT 


Mayor Collier Says Claim of Military 
Would Not Interfere with 
the Sale. 


Now that the veterans have selected Ex- 
position park as the meeting place for the 
reunion next July, it is probable the gov- 
ernment building will not be sold at present 
for defraying the expenses of a state exhib- 
it at Omaha. 

It is not likely the objection of the mill- 
tary company to the sale of the building 
will materialize in any determined effort 
to step the trade. The officers of the Fifth 
regiment believe they have a moral right 
to the possession of the building, but as 
the city has been lenient witlr the military 
in the past, the soldier boys are disposed 
to enter only a mild protest. 

Colonel Candler, when seen last night, re- 
fused to be interviewed, preferring to con- 
Yer with the mayor first. Mayor Collier 
believes the claim of the military would 
not prevent its sale. He says the building 
Was given to the city outright by the gov- 
ernment and that there is no stipulation 
whatever in the deed that the structure 
Shall be used for military purposes. 

Alderman Rice says the building should 
not be sold, as it might be of use to the 
city in future. Councilman E. C. Peters 
thinks the Exposition Park Amusement 
Company should have some voice in the 
disposition of the building, as it leased the 
grounds before congress gave the building 
to the city. He says the military have 
some moral claim. but does not believe they 
will interfere. Alderman Woodward is also 
opposed to the eale of the building. 

Colonel Woodward stated yesterday he 
thought the Fifth regiment had a moral 
right to the building, but he did not know 
just how far their objection to the sale 
might go. The officers have as yet held no 
conference about the matter, but Colonel 
Wocdward thinks the military men will 
not antagonize the city in any disposition 
it might wish to make of the structure. 

Several other councilmen are opposed to 
the sale of the building at present, especial- 
ly as it would not bring over $500.

The people living in the edge of the city 
near the Humphries road have recently 
become very much startled by the occa- 
sional appearance of an unusua) character 
in their midst.

MONTHLY COTTON STATEMENT. 


Fobruary 


Largest January Movement Into Sight 
on Record. 


New Orleans, February 2.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s montnly New Orleans cotton exchange 
statement, issued today, shows the largest 
movement of cotton into sight for Jan- 
vary on record, the total amounting to 
1.377.394 bales. The next largest one was 
in January, 1895, when the total reached 
1.019.797, and the next to that in January, 
1892 when it was 03.565. Last year the 
January total was 728,269. 

Compared with last year the January 
total shows an increase for the month in 
round figures of 649,000 bales, compared 
with year before last an increase of 751,000 
and with 1895 an increase of 358,000. 

The amount of the crop brought into 
sight for the five months from Septem- 
ber to January, inclusive, is 1,510,966 over 
last year, 3,066,378 over year before last 
and 622.957 over 1895. 

The movement from the 1st of September 
to January 3lst includes total receipts at 
all United States. delivery ports 6,702,911, 
against 5,615,793 last year, 4,044,890 year he- 
fore last and 6,304,488 same time in 1896; 
overland movement by railroads, across 
the Mississippi, Ohio and Potomac rivers, 
£60,125. against 634.612 last year, 594,611 year 
before last and 832.683 same time in 1895. 
Southern mill takings, exclusive of quan- 
tity consumed at southern outports, 567,552, 
against 543.552 last year, 484.265 year before 
last and 459.406 same t'me in 1895. Interior 
stocks in excess of those held at the com- 
mencement of the season 505,839, against 
332,504 last year, 447,583 vear before last 
and 417,695 same time in 1895. 

These make the total amount of the cot- 
ton crop brought into sight during the 
five months ending January 31st, 8,537,427. 
against 7,126,461 last year, 3,571,040 year be- 
fore last and 8,014,470 same time in 1896. 

Northern spinners took during January 
3,710 bales, against 178,078 last year and 
163,234 year before last, increasing their 
total for the five months to 1,577,098, against 
1,185,066 last year and 1,199,113 the year be- 
fore. 

This makes their average weekly takings 
for the season 72,156, against 54,576 last 
year and 54,861 the year before. 

Foreign exports for the first five monthg 
of the season have been 4,694,261 bales, show- 
ing an increase over last season of 494,297 
and over the same period year before last 
of 1,948,411. 

Stocks at the seaboard and the twenty- 
nine leading southern interior markets on 
January 3lst were 1,900,018, against 1.524,- 
7% the same date last year and 1,433 350 
the vear before.

Mr. Teijiro Nishiwaki, a wealthy native 
of Japan, is in Atlenta for his health and 
to study the commercial conditions here. 
He arrived Tuesday morning from Boston, 
Mass., and went to the Aragon hotel, where 
he is stopping. Mr. Nishiwaki is collecting 


statistics regarding the business of this. 


country, especially the railroad business. 
He is preparing the information for a Japa- 
bese ccrporation in his native ecuntry. 

Mr. Nishiwaki is one of the first repre- 
sentatives of Japanese journalism to visit 
Atlanta. He is not a newspaper man in the 
strict sense of the word, but is preparing 
articles for a Japanese paper. 

The friends of Colonel Augustus BE. Buck, 
United States minister to Japan, will be in- 
terested to know that (Mr. Nishiwaki is col- 
lecting data for a history of Colonel Buck’s 
life, which is to appear in a Jeading journal 
of Japan. The people of Japan are much 
interested in the United tSates minister, as 
they regard this country as the first in the 
world, their own country excepted. Nishi- 
waki calle@ on Major Smyth at the_post- 
office yesterday and had a talk about Colo- 
nel Buck. The postmaster referred him to 
Mr. T. H. Martin,of “Dixie” for his commer- 
cial statistig¢s. The Japanese gentleman is 
much interested in American railways. He 
talks interestingly of the Japanese rail- 
ways, and says the longest road in Japan is 
but 500 miles in length. He comes from 
Yechiga, where his father was a wealthy 
banker. 

Bad health is one thing which brought 
Mr. Nishiwaki to the south. He has been 
in Boston, Mass., but having bronchial 
trouble he came south. He arrived in At- 
lanta the coldest day of the season and 
was not particularly impressed with the 
south. He will go to Thomasville, Ga., in 
a few weeks. : 

Mr. Nishiwaki has great faith tn the fu- 
ture of his native country. He thinks that 
Japan and the United States will be the 
first and most powerful nations in the 
world, and he says that though Japan is 
small, she will continue to be a power 
@e expects a war be- 
tween Russia and Japan. He thinks the 
people of Japan are in the right temper for 
a fight, for they believe they have been 
treated badly by Russia. After Japan had 
whipped China, Russia said: ‘Do not take 
any of China's territory, for it will cause 
trouble.** Mr: Nishiwaki says that Russia 
is now trying to dismember China, just as 
she advised Japan not to do. He thinks 
his people will not stand such an attitude 
on the part of Russia and he predicts an 
early fight between the two countries.

That Is What Mrs. Dora Kelsohr Tes- 
tified in Court Yesterday Be- 
fore Justice Orr. 

Mrs. Dora Kelsohr; a native of Russta, 
told Justice Orr a tale of cruel treatment 
and neglect yesterday morning during the 
trial of the eases against her husband 
and son.
